The purpose of the articles is to assure
public understanding of all advantages and disadvantages of home
rule or charter form of government so that there will be greater
understanding when presented for consideration at a later
date. The motion was seconded by Mr. Bell and carried.

Mr. Sparks motioned that the Commissioners select a study
committee to perform indepth research on the merits of both forms
of government and present their findings to the Commissioners.
February 20 was set as the date for committee selection. Mr. Bell
seconded the motion and it was carried.

Mr. Alan Evans and Mr. Jesse W. Hurley, representing Evans,
Hagan and Holdefer, Inc., surveyors and civil engineers, presented
their cards to the Commissioners and asked to be considered for
general engineering and surveying problems that may arise in
Qaroline County in the future.

The Commissioners requested Mr. Cartes to inform representatives
of Bauer Engineering if they contact the Commissioners' office
in the future, that all communications wiil be limited to meetings
open to the public. The purpose is to assure the citizens of
Caroline County that the Commissioners and their staff are not
working in opposition to the desires of the people and to remove

Commissioners and employees from criticism.

Mr. Charles Belke, Denton, the Alcoholic Counsellor for
Caroline County, explained the quarterway house program for
alcoholics (detoxification) and the halfway house concept for
rehabilitation. Federal funds for a demonstrative grant are
available for a halfway house program for the County. Mr. Belke
asked the Commissioners to support the local health department's
request for a three year grant program. The Commissioners gave
unanimous approval.

Mr. Cartes provided a brief explanation of a handout
presented at a committee meeting of the Maryland House of
Delegates. The handout portrays a new concept in funding current
expenses and other appropriations for community coclleges. The
presentation will be made by Mr. Cartes in support of a Caroline
County Bill presently filed with the General Assembly.

Mr. Paul Showell and Mr. Joseph Killeen, representatives of
the State Regional Correctional Task ¥orce, discussed a regional
facility to be used as a minimum security center for short-term
offenders. It is recommended that this facility be located in

Church Hill. ‘The Commissioners advised the task force members

that their answer supporting the concept could not be given without




further study and that following a study, an answer would be
forwarded to the State Department of Correcticn.

The Commissioners unanimously approved the nomination
of Mr. James O. Spicer, Federalsburg, for appointment of five
years expiring January 1, 1978, to the Library Board of Trustees
of Caroline County.

ME « RUl&ana  Kent, heading a group of interested citizens
concerned about the proposed new Denton Elementary School, met
with the Commissioners to voice their opinions. The committee
asked the Commissioners to appoint a disinterested board to
examine the advantages and disadvantages of constructing a
new elementary school for Denton. The Commissioners said that they
would consider the request following the School Board hearing
to be held on March 7, 1973.

Mr. Loyal Reger, 4-H Extension Agent for Caroline County,
requested the Commissioners consider using Open Space Money
available to the County for 4-H Park expansion.

2. A letter from Alford R. Carey, Jr., Executive Director of the
Interagency Committee officially notifying the County Board of
Education that the Committee will not fund the renovation of the
Denton Elementary School.

3. Commissioners' alternatives to the construction of the school
or continuation of the project as approved.

Mr. Andrew directed Mr. Cartes to record in the minutes a point
brought up by Mr. Hoopengardner to the effect that the final
approval for renovation of any school building within the County
is with the Superintendent of Schools and that Mr. Hoopengardner
will not approve the renovation of the Denton Elementary School
because it would be a waste of the taxpayers' money.

Mr. Hoopengardner gave a brief explanation of the open space
concept planned for the Greensboro and Denton Elementary Schools
stating that the basic design allows for partitioning in those
areas later determined to need partitioning. Following a brief
discussion concerning sewerage for the Den%on School, it was
decided that the Board of County Commissioners and the Superintendent
of Education meet with the Town Council of Denton in public open
hearing during the following week.

Mr. Cartes was asked to request bids for the trimming of
trees on the Court House Green.

The Commissioners unanimously approved the attendance of
Mrs. Mildred Irwin to the National School for Emergency Planning

and Disaster Relief to be held in Battle Creek, Michigan.

There was also a citizen request from Mr. Gunther to place a
green box at the area of Siesta and Sunday Drives in Denton.

The Commissioners received a letter from the USDA advising that
the request for disaster relief in Carcline County would be withdrawn.

Mr. Fleetwood, Supervisor of Assessments, met with the Board
to discuss the work load in his office and requested his extra help
budget be supplemented to take care of the work requested by December
10, 1974, deadline for assessment for Fiscal 74-75.

This is a report of Citizens Committee designated to serve without
compensation by the Caroline County Commissioners to screen applica-
tions for Caroline County Administrator, and recommend without bias

or partisan political considerations, three to five qualified candid-
ates for final consideration of the Commissioners.

The Citizens Committee was composed of John W. Asher, Jr. (elected
Chairman by other committee members), Denton; G. B. Hastings, Federals-

burg; Marsh H. Myers, Ridgely; E. Theodore Orme, Denton; and Thomas R.
Shipley, Bridgetown.

The Citizens Committee screened 44 applications and selected for
interview those who appeared to have related training and experience.
to avoid duplication of travel on the part of the candidates, the County
Commissioners accepted the Citizens Committee's invitation te join its
members for interview of promising candidates.

General consensus of above group was that Edwin George Richards ap-
peared to be the best qualified candidate for the position, although
his salary request seemed high. Mrs. Richards is a native of Queen
Anne's Cournty and Mr. Richards earned a B.A. degree in Government from
University of Maryland, M.A. in Urban Affairs from University of Dela-
ware and has completed academic work for Ph.D. in Urban Affairs at Uni-
versity of Delaware.

salary than he could earn elsewhere in order '"to establish roots on the
Eastern Shore'".

You asked the Committee Chairman and Mr. E. Theodore Orme to talk
with Mr. Richards further to see if he would accept the job at less
salary. He agreed to accept comparable salary scale to like job in
Queen Anne's County, which is patterned after Maryland State wage grade
and salary of E-18, i.e. $16,612,00 to $21,823.00 annually over a six-~
year period. Also, at your request Mr. Orme and I had a credit check
made and further investigated personal and professional references,
which were excellent. You, in turn, have invited both Mr. and Mrs.
Richards to visit with the Commissioners and Citizens Committee Members
at 2:00 P.M,., Monday, January 6, 1975,

Mr. Richards is available to report February 3, 1975, and it is the
consensus of the Citizens Committee that he be hired promptly after to-
day's interview, assuming it will be favorable, of course.

It is gratifying to know that the Caroline County Commissioners are
interested in securing the best qualified candidate for the important
position of County Administrator and, I recommend you make this report
a part of your minutes for publication in County papers so that all our
citizens will know how the County Administrator was selected., I also
recommend a letter be sent to each of the applicants, thanking them for
applying and advising name of successful candidate. All applications
are enclosed in alphabetical order.
